FaProteſtant Heir. . The Bill of Excluſivo,and 
the' refuſing K. Churtes's Conceſſions, are next impu- 
ted to the P. of 0. and his Friends, bur very fal(ly ; 
for the Popiſh Plot gave the pretence to that Bill, and 
the Zealots for it inclined to ſet up Moxmoath or a 
Commonwealth.

The firſt of theſe hath no Proof 
but his Conje&ure, and the latter is promiſed ( none 
knows when) to be proved by ſome Diſpatches not 
ſafe to be publiſhed now : But we may be ſure there 
are no ſuch Diſpatches ; otherwiſe, he that dares pub- 
liſh this Libel, hates the Przzce mortally, and wants 
Evidence for every thing, would not have been re- 
ſtrained by either Fear or Modeſty, 'to print ſuch 
uſeful Teſtimonies as thoſe would have been to his 
Deſign. Kis Appeal to Sir William Temple's Memoirs 
we admit, who gives the Prince ſo jult, and yet fo 
high a Charafer, that it manifeſts no little Share of

Naples, to whom this Word was applied, when he 
ſaw a Conqueror break in upon him, and that he 
could not ſtay without bringiog Ruin upon bis Sub+ 
jeQs, | before his private, Flight and Defertion: gene. 
rouſly abfolved all his People from their Oaths of 41- 
legiance, and never returned till they unanimouſly: 
recalled him. * And if the late Kiog bad imitazed 
that Priace in his Care of us, when he went away un- 
concerned for any but himfclf, his peaceable Return 
had been more likely than now it is. 

But he will prove K. James did not deſert, becauſe 
he was driven front us; and here he conceals: that the 
lateKing was the Aggreſfor, and. bad generally. dif 
guſted the Nation by his Attempts, on thair Religi- 
on and Liberties, and. defpiling their Petitionia-fon 
Redreſs: yet theſe were the true Cauſes. :of. the 
Prince's mighty Succels, who had no other, and: 
needed no better Agents than King James bis Bigutny, 
and his Popiſh Counſellors Fury : Theſe prepared 
Englend to receive a Deliverer, and one who would 
ſee theſe Evils remedied very kindly, and made as 
many as could, fly to him for Proteitiox. And if this 
true apparent Cauſe had been: mentioned, the Scexe 
wouldi not appear ſo ſtrange as his-Onatory paints: it 
out : theſe uQtive arid. dangerous Counſel and! 
Pra&tices of the Prince's Foes, did, without a Mira- 
cle, force Proteſtant» Children to forſake a. milled Fa- 
ther.

The Treaty he 
ſpeaks of, was not moved till he had quitred the 
Field, and ſaw he could not fight : Yet even then it 
was accepted by the Vidtoriows Prince with all imagi- 
nable ſincerity, as the Articles he ſent ſhew Þ : To + xiſtor. of 
which King Fame: promiſed (by Advice of his Coun- 2% Þ- 9+ 
cil) in the main to agree, the very Night before his 
firlt departure in Diſguiſe. As to the Danger he was 
informed of, there was nothing real in it; and the 
Prince knew nothing of it, as appear'd afterwards 
when the King was in his Power : and they who 
knew the Intrigue, fay it was « Sham, invented by a 
Commiſſoner of his own, who knew his Temper, 
feared his Obftinacy, and devifed this to terrify him 
into an Agreement. But ſuppoſe he were in Danger, 
that will aor prove his Deſfertion conld not be volan- 
tary, otherwiſe the Mariners #n St. Paul's Ship { Ats 
27.) might pretend their going off in rhe Boat was 
no voluntary Deſertion, fince they apprehended Dan- 
ger to their Lives by ſtaying. Or thus, A Genera! 
might excuſe leaving his Souldiers, becauſe they Mu- 
tinied and threataed hiny. Ferdinend of Naples did 
not freely Abdicate, if nothing can be'free which is 
our Choice in a Profpe&t of Danger. Tt is not necel- 
fary toa voluntary AR, that there be no Preſſures to 
incline the Will to one Side : for he whochuſes a lef- 
ſer Evid toavoid what he counts a greater, afts volun- 
tarily. Wherefore if the late King choſe rather to 
deſert and fave himſelf, than to tay for his Peoples 
Safety, it was a voluntary Deſertion. This Author

ble on the one hand, and the worſe Rabble of a difſ- 
banded Army on theother hand ; this the Parliament 
called Abdication. | 
The Treaty being thus broke off by King's James's 


Deſertion, and the Adminiſiration ( before he was

did, ſhipping himſclt a ſecond time for France, whi- 
ther he came ſafe.

And was it not time for 
the Engliſh to look about them, when the late King claim- 
ed and exerciſed this Power in a thouſand Inſtances? But 
to avoid that natural Application, he pretends to wonder 
that our Convention and Parliament (ſince the Revolution 
never ſet Bounds between the Prerogative and. the Peo- 
ples Rights. Which is a notorious piece of Diſfimula- 
tion; for he knows when the Convention tendred the 
Crown to their Majeſties, in that very Declaration ſo- 
lemnly approved, Feb. 12. 1688, theſe Bounds are ſet, 
and the SubjeQs Liberties and Rights declared, (cipecially 
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ſich as the late King had invaded) to which K. Williams. 
conſented : and this was enrolled both in the Parliament- 


Rolls, and in the Chancery *. Yea, this Author cites this *4#f.,fDe- 


Declaration three or four times by name, 33, 34, 35-. yet 
here he would infinuate there was no ſuch thing, only that, 
he may flander the preſent King and Parliament. With 
equal Confidence he accuſes. K. Williaw, upon the Redu- 
Gon of Ireland, for ating Arbitrarily, becauſe to ſpare 
the Effuſjon of his SubjeQs Blood, he granted ſome Pri- 
vileges to the Iriſh who laid down their Arms, by his own 
Authority, tho he confeſſes he got them afterwards con- 
firmed by Parliament : Which is no more Power than a.

K. William's reducing a whole 
Kingdom laſt year, and beating the French Pleet 
this Summer, were great ACtions; and his Gig 
their whole Army by Land ſhews, that if (throug 
others flackneſs)- the French have the Advantage, 
yet he hath entirely the Honour of this Campaign, 
wherein K. Lewis hath had ſuch Experience of our 
King's Valour and Condu&t, as will give him Rea- 
ſon, by an honourable Peace, to endeavour to make 
us his Friends: And if we get no more for all our 
Charge , bur Secnrity and Quiet, while the War 
endures, and a profitable Peace at the End of it, 
we need not murmur ; or if we do, it ſhould be'a- 
gainſt that Common Enemy, who difturbs all rhat 
are within his Reach. 


He owns a Debt to the French King, but ſup- 
poſes his tender Regard to his Honour and Glory, 
will make him forgive it, and not require Pay- 
ment as the Dutch have done. But firſt as to the 
Monſieur, if he believe Finoxy to be the only Re- 
ward of Vertne; he hath taken' the worſt Meaſures 
in the World to get true Glory ; having not got 
one Inch of Ground, nor a fingle 'Town by true 
Valour and Bravery, nor omitted any thing, tho? 
never {0 mean or wicked, which he thought ten- 
ded ro ſet up Its only God, his Intereff; and will 
Honour keep ſuch a Prince from demanding Pay- 
ments for his Men and Money, his Ships and Am- 
munition, lent to ſerve our late King ? he that will 
burn a whole Cewrtry to Aſhes, and turn $00 Fa- 
milies a begging in a day or two, only for not 

g K paying 
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paying him Contributions when they, owe him no» 
thing, nor cannot raiſe it; , will lus Generafity al- 
law "England to dye in his Debt? . 


Sccondly, The Dutch deſire no more than that 
Hire was. promiſed them for their Men and Ships, 
and they deſerve it, for, helping us now in our ex» 
uy ger ,. as, We once betore did aſſiſt ther, 
when they beat out Slavery and Perſecution: Pay- 
ments of this kind are tollerable; but to repay 
French King: for fighting againſt us, is ſo groſs a 
Folly, that Engliſh-men cannot be guilty of it, 
As tp Religion, 1t is the (lory of our Nation, wi 
weeare {0 tender of it, fo zealous, and ſo careful 
to: preſerve it. The poly Scandal to our Church, 
being this, that ſo many Pretendets to it, are rea» 
dy to joya. with Papi/ts to deſtroy it : But -thele 
F frln are but a ſmall Number ;- the greateſt 
part of the Nation are not ſo eaſily wheedled or 
threatned out of their Relig/on, their Liberties, 
their Eftates and Lives, they know their Foes 
from their Friends, and underſtand when thty are 
well; fo that this plauſible Writer, with all his 
Rhetorick, will not be able to ſpread the Poyſoa 
of his Sedition, ſo far as his Hopes flatters him. 


To conclude : Finding his Arguments will not 
make K. William and his People fall out and part, to 
make room for his dear Maſter ; he fallsto Praying 
and Flattering, deſiring God to encline our King's 
Heart to take his Counſel, who mortally hates him, 
ſhamefully Canders him, and every whererepreſents 
him as the worſt of Humane Race; and atter this, 
with a ſmooth Fypocrifie, even humbly deſires him 
freely to give up-that Crown which he hath been 

| | FM". urging 
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urging the Nation to take from him. But where 
ſuch Folly is cried up as Heroick, King William's 
Eyes are open enough to ſee the dull and obvious 
Cheat : And One would imagine, he durſt not 
offer ſuch palpable Shams to fo Great and Wile a 
Prince : But 'tis plain, he hath ſo accuſtomed him- 
ſelf to Falſbood and Syophiſftry, that he can bluſh at 
nothing ; and begins to f ny that our preſent 
King is ſuch a Creature, as he repreſents King James 
to be ; One that was adviſed by his mortal Enemies 
to the ready way to ruine Himſelf, and all his 
Friends. But after all his elaborate Harangwes, he 
muſt e'en be content to ſee King William deſpiſe his 
Railing and his Flattery, the Nation deteſt his ſe- 
ditious Counſel, and God caſt out his fooliſhPrayer, 
who hath moſt graciouſly preſerved our Kzng and 
our (ountrey hitherto ; and till he do utterly aban- 
don us, and deprive us of Grace, yea, of Com- 
mon-Sence, we cannot be ſo weak, as to promote 
this fatal Reſtawration, which he ſo vehemently re- 
tommends. 
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
